I'd like to thank Jack Iverson KyEWU for his generous contribution of 
suitable coils that enabled me to create an exact duplicate. Thanks Jack! 


Seems to me this coil design that threads a hex core into a paper tube isn't 
terribly robust. Is there a lubricant that could be used to help assure 
smooth operation in the future? I'm thinking of something like the dry 
graphite used on locks, as I don't want to squirt oil or anything in the 
coil that will gum up and make things worse.

I received a note pointing out that since a virus unknown to your antivirus 
software can be received the next day after your update, banning (or 
tarring and feathering) culprits might not be the fairest course of action. 


Well yes, I was a little ‘over the top' there (mainly to make the point) but 
fortunately this is not the problem one might imagine, at least for a lot 
of antivirus software. This is because the software looks for the 
characteristics of the various _classes_ of virus, not only for the unique 
‘signature’ of each particular _strain_. Since most new viruses are close 
copies of existing strains, the software copes remarkably well. In any case, 
the main problems arise from a very small handful of long-established (and 
widely pervasive viruses). 


I hope this reassures people (and now I'll shut up and confine my comments 
to hollow-state matters!).

I learned not to break up a split core for the reasons you mention. I 


epoxy a heavy wire (usually coat hanger wire) into the core thus joining 
the two halves. Then it screws out without jamming. Don't get clever and 
use super glue, you'll glue everything together. 


Dy asetastorseerre aan Is there a lubricant that could be used to help assure 
smooth operation in the future? 


Don't use graphite. It's conductive and could introduce instability. The 
way I solve that problem is to take the core out and buff it lightly so it 
screws smoothly. You might try dry teflon as a lubricant. Apply it with a 
Q-tip so you don't accidentally flood the coil with the carrier.

Got it some time back with half the case & no power cord. 


Spliced in a power cord & it worked for a day & sig.s dropped - no mo' mpx 
lite. Then later no sig.s at all! 


Found bad Ge IF & RFA transistors. These died in svc. after years of dis-use. 
Anybody heard of such a thing??? 

Now the planetary - thing has center "fine tune" shaft inside front-end 
hollow var. cap. shaft. Greese was stuck so tuned only by outer 

shaft twist. Got worse with lube! 


I soaked shaft in gasoline for afternoon while away. Came back and... 


V-I-O-L-A 


I was no longer shafted. Planetary unstuck. 


For the detail-oriented, I used Spur 87 leaded gas vintage 10/2000 with a 
dash of Echo oil-mix. Can ya gess it's fuel for chain sawr?

My first attempt at a ham receiver was a Heath GR-91. After many 
unhappy attempts to get it working decently, despite the able assistance 
of George at Rankin TV, I finally scrapped it. In its stead, I gota 
BC-455. Popular Electronics had an article on modifying one with an 
on-board power supply. I bought a slightly beat up one from Alco 
Electronics for about 10 dollars. 40 meters was selected because I had 
2 hickory trees about 70 feet apart outside the house, near my 
bedroom/shack. I wound up having to re-cap the command set, and got it 
working decently enough along with my Gotham V-80 vertical and my Knight 
T-60 transmitter. The dipole between the trees was dropped (literally) 
when the two trees bent differently in a storm, and pulled off the coax 
feedline. Yes, the command receivers were a bit broad in selectivity, 
but a modification to install a regenerative IF stage greatly helped 
that along. Some of the other guys were fortunate enough to find one of 
those beam filters to put in the audio. The command set was a far better 
receiver than the Heath radio ever could be. It was stable, and hum 
free. It was also much more sensitive. I never worked much DX, but I 
had a good time with that rig. I think I was on the air for under 50 
dollars with some scrounging. The only surviving part of that station 
is my Johnson Viking straight key. That got dusted off for the recent 
SKN.

Not so fast Marty, 

Yes, this is cute. And true, for the most part. However, the virus definition 
is just wrong. What you are really referring to is a small percentage of 
malicious software that is designed to capture information -- these are the 


rare exceptions, rather than the rule. 


Viruses are, by definition, software programs that: 1) require a host 


program and 2) propagate themselves to other host programs. There is no 
requirement in the definition of a virus for it to include a "payload" (aka bad 
stuff). In fact the majority of viruses do not contain a payload, they 

simply propagate themselves (which sometimes causes problems 

indirectly). Trojan Horses are programs that are disguised as other 

programs but don't necessarily propagate themselves; they also don't do 

what you expect them to. More often than not these programs do contain 
hazardous payloads. Worms are programs that propagate without a host 

program. Some of these are malicious, others are simply "experiments" 

(which, again, sometimes cause problems indirectly, e.g., the Morris Worm). 


Sooo, there are three main types of malicious software. Unix, and other 

"true" operating systems are less susceptible to "viruses". Note: they are 

not immune; there have been several Unix viruses. However, Unix systems are 
not better protected against Trojan Horses and worms. The infamous Morris Worm 
in 1988 affected only Unix systems. At the time it brought down about 40% of 
the machines on the Internet. Imagine if that happened today. The only good 
protection against these types of programs are educated users. A bonehead 
sysadmin can just as easily execute a trojan horse as any Windows user. And if 
their machine isn't protected a worm can get in there are wreak havoc as well. 


Also, your comment about sendmail being a unixism and not Outlook shows that 

you haven't been involved in security for very long. It's a true statement, 

but Sendmail has had considerably more security holes in it than Outlook. At 
least so far. Given time I'm sure the Microsoft products will catch up. 


The reason that Windows is more popular right now is that you could get it 
loaded on a low cost system at the point in time when these started to 

become more popular. Unix wasn't available for these low end systems until 
more recently (at least as far back as about 1994-95, but they didn't have a 
lot of useful applications to make it worthwhile). The fact that Linux market 
share (a misnomer when you're referring to a free product) is growing like it 
is, is indicative of the problems that Microsoft needs to 

deal with to remain successful. If they don't, they'll become like IBM; 

less directive of the market, but still hanging on due to their sheer size. 


Maybe we should find a reflector for security chat and leave this wonderful 
reflector to those beautiful things that glow in the dark!

For the ST we have a photocopy manual only 
and nothing on the SV, just an SV-1 photocopy (they are different). 
We would appreciate any help in finding documentation on the SJ-1, 
ST, and SV radars. We are looking for maintenance manuals, 
operations manuals, shipboard radar maintenance bulletins, shipboard 
radar installation bulletins and schematics. We have the Principles 
of Radar and Radar Electronics Fundamentals general theory manuals 
from war time, we are looking for the specifics on these systems. 


And thank you for those that provided leads 
on the gyro bearings. We are sending the bearings we have to MRC 
(the original manufacturer in 1943) and they are going to attempt 
repair (new balls, precision polishing). Hopefully this will work as 
we contacted over a dozen potential suppliers without finding any of 
these non-standard size bearings.
